Four Hours of Debate to 
Be Equally Divided Be- 
tween Supporters and 
Foes of Bill.

Washington, March 22.—Extreme 
confidence that the soldiers’ bonus 
bill would be passed by the house be- 
fore sundown tomorrow was expressed 
today by republican leaders in charge 
of the legislation. 

The last preliminary step to the 
presentation of their program was tak- 
en today with the adoption by the 


rules committee of à resolution making 
tomorrow a special suspension day and 
setting aside- four hours instead of 
the usual forty minutes for debate. 

This resolution was to be presented 
when the hoyse convened at 11 a. m. 
tomorrow, an hour ahead of the usual 
time. There was to be an hour’s dis- 
cussion of the resolution, with thirty 
mit “tes allotted to each side. Demo- 
cratic leaders planned to make a de- 
termined fight against the resolution, 
but the republicans were satisfied that 
it would obtain the necessary major- 
ity for its adoption. 


Four Hours’ Talk. 


With the adoption of the rule, 
Speaker Gillette was expected to rec- 
ognize Chairman Fordney of the ways 
and means committee for a motion to 
suspend the rules and pass the bonus 
bill, There would then be four hours 
more of discussion, two hours under 
the control of Mr. Fordney and two 
hours under the control of Representa- 
tive Garner, of Texas, thi ranking 
democrat on the wayg and means com- 
mittee. Mr. Fordney expeeted to allot 
one hour to republiean opponents of 
the bill and Mr, Garner planned to 
give one hour to democratic supporters 
of the measure.. 

A two-thirds paiority would be 
necessary to suspend the rules and 
pass the bill, bat it was stated on all 
sides that far more than this major- 
ity would be obtained. Leading sup- 
porters of the measure did not expect 
the total votes against it to exceed 


75, while some apponents said the neg- 
ative vote probably would not go be- 


yond 80. 
Blocks Amendments. 

Under a suspension of the rules the 
bill could not be amended in any par- 
ticular nor could opponents offer a 
motion to recommit with instructions 
to the ways and means committee to 
make changes in the measure. Demo- 
cratic leaders in their fight on the 
resolution for suspension planned to 
Jay emphasis upon this ituation. They 
expected the minority membership to 
vote almost solidly against the reso- 
lution and counted on some — 
from the republican side. 

After a conference today with Pres- 
ident Harding about. his bill to ap- 
propriate $17,000,000 for hospitals for 
sick and disabled veterans, Represent- 
ative Langley, republican, Kentucky, 
announced that he would try to call 
the measure up ahead of the bonus 
bill. Representative Mondell, of Wy- 
oming, the majority leader, and Chair 
man Campbell of the rules committee, 
said, however, that he would be un- 
successful. Mr. Mondell said the hos- 
pitalization bill would be taken up 
soon. 

Speaker Gillette skid he had not 
been advised that Mr. Langley would 
make an effort to call up that measure 
tomorrow. 

Informal conferences of some state 
delegations were held today with a 
view of obtaining an exact line-up of 
the members on the bonus bill and 
others will be held tomorrow. It 
was indicated that the greatest oppo- 
sition to thé bill from the republican 
side would come from the New York 
and New England delegations.

DENEED BY CHANCE 
CASE NEARS CLOSE 


Sidney Rowe Declares He 
Killed Allen After Lat- 
ter Had Shot Roscoe 
Chance.

“The amount of the claim of the 
United States for its army costs is un- 
derstood to be well known and to be 
free from any substantial dispute. Ac- 
cording to the information and ac- 
counts in the possession of the allied 
governments, it, appears that the total 
cost of all the armies of occupation 
from November 11, 1918, to May 1. 
1921, amounted to 3,639,282,000 gold 
marks; that the amounts due to Bel- 
gium, France and 3 for their army 
‘costs for that period have been paid 
in full (chiefly through deliveries of 
property); and that the unpaid bal- 
ance of army costs due May 1. 1921, 
amounted to 1,660, 090,000 gold marks 
due to the . United States and the 
British empire as follows: 

“United States 966 374,000 gold 
marks. 

“British empire, 693,716,000 gold 
marks. 

Payment to Britain. 

“Tt is understood that between May 
1, 1921, and December 31, 1921, the 
British government received cash pay- 
ments as against this balance, of about 
130,696,000 gold marks. In view of 
the position taken by the government 
of the United States, this payment 
was expressly made and fNceived sub- 
ject to the rights of the United States. 

“In November, 1921, the commis- | 
sion. appointed by the supreme coun- 
cil to give its opinion on the ex- 
penses of the armies of occupation 
made its report, dealing with the 
army costs since May 1, 1921. This 
included calculations with respect to 
the American army and its actual 
costs since that date were incladed 
in the proposed provision for pay- 
ment pari passu with the other pow- 


ers. 

“It had been supposed that this 
report to the supreme council would 
be referred‘to the conference of am- 
bassadors and would pave the way for 
suitable action with respect to the 
American costs both current and ac- 
cumulated. ‘It was with surprise that 
the government of the.United States 
recently learned that negotiations, in 
connection with and following the 
meeting at Cannes in January, last, 
apparently contemplated the substi- 
tution for the recommendation of the 


rangements which would ignore Amer- 


estimates both for army costs and 
reparations were being made on the 
Basis of the entire capacity of the Ger- 
man government to pay. When it 
came to the notice of this government, 
that it was proposed at the meeting 
of the finance ministers to convené 
at Paris on March 8, definitely to

Washington, March 22.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—A protest 
against unethical practice on the part 
of certain elements of the legal pro- 
fession was made in the’ house today 
when Judge W. W. Larsen, of Geor- 
gia, called for an investigation into 
alleged methods employed in securing 
claims for prosecution against the 
government. The particular instance 
cited had to do with additional sums 
said to be available as increased pay 
to ex-air service cadets of the United 
States army. 
In his speech, Congressman Lars¢h 
produced’ evidence to show that an 
“undesirable element” of attorneys; 
located in the.national capital, was 
soliciting these claims in the state of 
Georgia and elsewhere on a large 
scale. The branch of ex-service men 
mentioned, he stated, are being in- 
veigled into signing contracts requir- 
ing them to pay fees greatly out of 
proportion to the service rendered, be- 
ing 50 per cent in some cases. 
While making his protest, Judge 
Larsen took the opportunity to plead 
for a higher plane for the legal pro- 
fession of the country. He advocated 
a federal statute against barratry, 
which is already legisiated against in 
a number of states. 
: Attorney Useless.. 
Attention was called to the fact 


the kind as expeditiously without the 
agsistance of an attorney as with one, 

Referring to a paragraph in one of

“Why such prompt action; why 
representation before the court, when 
in all probability the claims will be 
passed upon by the government with- 
out litigation?”

this reduction in wages 
will, in the long run, enable us to 
provide more work and, of greater 
earnings than at present.

Miami, March 22.—A wealthy and 
thirsty tourist appeared in Miami in 
quest of some person who could re 
stock his depleted wine 
say, about a hundred cases of 
quor.

son, one of B ae astute lieutenants of 
Colonel L. G. Nutt, chief prohibition 
8 agent for Florida.

That was the story told by William 
J. Spillatd, another prohibition agent, 
at the hearing before Federal Com- 
missioner J. M. Graham in the case 
of C. M. Clayton, well-known banker, 
and his co-defendants, Wilbur Phelps 
and Thomas Lewis, who are charged 
with conspiracy to violate the Vol 
stead act.

of the Southern Bell Telephone and: 


Telegraph company in Georgia the 
state railroad commission Wednesday 
announced that additional evidence in 
the rate case will be taken on Mon- 
day, May 1, when the hearing will be 
resumed. This continuation was 
granted after Hunt Chipley, general 
counsel for the company, had stated 
that it would require the company 
several weeks to ‘prepare the informa- 
tion sought by the commission. 


Chairman C. M. Candler said notice 
already had been given to city au- 
thorities and municipal organizations 
that the evidence of the company in 
the rate revision case would be taken 
first and that after this evidence had 
been received the cities could file any 
information they thought might aid 
the commission in reaching an agree- 
ment in the matter. 


Will Prepare Information. 


It was agreed by Mr. Chipley and 

the rail board that the company would 
make every effort to collect informa- 
tion to be filed as soon as possible. 
Mr. Chipley said that the company 
was anxious to get this information 
assembled and that if this could be 
done soon enough to justify a hearing 
prior to May 1, the commission would 
be notified. Chairman Candler’ said 
due notice would be given the cities 
if it is possible to have an earlier 
hearing. 
The last witness to appear in the 
ease was E. M. Montague, traffic 
manager. Other witnesses who ap- 
peared during the Wednesday session 
were E. V. Cox, a cost statistician 
of the Western Electric company, 
E. F. Brown, division engineer, and 
J. E. Jagoe, assistant to the vice 
president of the telephone company. 

Mr. Montague and Mr. Jagoe fur- 
nished interesting testimony concern- 
ing wages of workers in the telephone 
exchanges of Atlanta and other cities. 
Mr. Montague discussed for compara- 
tive purposes conditions in the At- 
lanta exchanges. 


Wage Scale Outlined. 


In outlining the present wage scale 
in Georgia for operators and other 
wage earners of that class and in 
discussing present conditions, Mr. 
Montague said: 

“The wage scale for opera fing room 
employees in Atlanta is higher than 
in any other exchange in the state 
of Georgia. 

“The average number of telephone

stations in 1921 was 6.13 per cent 
greater than in 1920. 

“The local calls per station per 
day increased from 8.6 calls to 9.1

“The average subscribers station in 
Atlanta originated about 60 per cent 
more local calls than does the average 
subseriber’s station in the Bell system. 
The average local call in Atlanta re- 
quires about 12 per cent more of the 
operators’ working time than does the 
average local in the Bell system.

Daily Calls Increase, 


“Tn 1921 the total daily local calls 
increased 12.5 per cent over 1920 
and the total daily toll messages de- 
creased 0.4 per cent as compared 30 
1920. 

“The total salaries and wages for 
all operating room employees in At- 
lanta for the year 1920 were S709.527 
and for the year 1921 were $614,749. 
a reduction of $84,787, which is 13.4 
per cent. 

“Tn 1921, with more traffie than in 
1920 and with a slight increase per 
operator in wages, there was, because 
of more production per onerator, a 
reduction of 26 per cent in the number 
of operators emploved and of more 
— 13 per cent in the total wage 

ill. 

“For the past six months the pro- 
ductive capacity of the local operators 
has been about at its maximum and 
we cannot expect in the future a

In discussing wages paid to plant 
workers of the company, Mr. Jagoe 
said those who worked in Atlanta 
were among the highest paid in the 
entire system. He said the average 
wage of the plant worker for Decem- 
ber, 1921, was $116.41. Mr. Jagoe 
submitted tables showing increases 
paid in wages by the company since 
1916. He declared the peak was 
reached in March, 1921

A more auspicious time could not 
have occurred for a revival of Moyen 
age styles than at present. 

Historians tell us that one of the 
great differences between the costume 
both of men and women in the middle 
age veriod and in the Renaissance was 
the result of the fabrics used. In the 
middle ages fabrics were supple, pli- 
able. clinging. The Renaissance 
brought into vogue satins, velvets, 
brocades, metallic fabrics. And with 
these came costumes — beautiful 
though they were—that revealed less 
of the natural grace of the body. In

To Bank Backers 
Because of Name 


In refusing to grant a charter to a 
new bank Wednesday an unusual and 
unique reason for denying the request 
was given by Secretary of State 8. 
G. McLendon The bank, which is 
backed by Atlanta capitalists, sought 
to known as “The Bank of the 
State of Georgia” Secretary McLen- 
don said there was no possible re- 
flection on the backing of the bank, 
but refused the charter purely because 
of the name. 

In announcing hi: decision Secre- 
tary McLendon said: 

If application should be made for a char- 
ter for a bank to be known as “The Bank 
of the City of Atlanta,“ I would decline 
to issue such a charter, for the reason that 
the right to use, in any formal manner what- 
ever, the name, The City of Atlanta,” is 
the exclusive right of the corporation duly 
created by the laws of Georgia bearing that 
name. 

If application were made for a charter 
rre to be called “The Bank of At- 
lanta,’’ I would hold that such title simply 
indicated the location of the bank and noth- 
img more. If the title should be The Bank 
of the City of Atlanta,’’ it would suggest 
to the mind, not merely location, bat would 
create an.almost indelible impression, that 
the bank was owned and controlled by the 
city of Atlanta. 

To call a bank, he Bank of the State 
of Georgia,” would be more objectionable 
than to call a bank The Bank of the City 
of Atlanta,“ because the right to use its 
own name, is exciceively the right of the 
state of Georgia, ard this right is one 
which can be exercised only by the legis- 
lative department, free from executive’ or 
ijpdicial control. 

Until the state consents to the use of its 
name, as the name of à corporation, 
department will decline to grant any char- 
ter which infringes that exclusive right of 
the state to the use of-its own name. 

The constitution of the state declares 
that the credit of the state shall never be 
pledged o: loaned to any individual, asso- 
ciation or corporation. My interpretation 
of the constitution is that this inhibiti 
is broad enough to prohibit the use of 1. 
state’s name in any business enterprise in- 
volving credit. If the state’s credit cannot 
be loaned, I hold that its name cannot be 
used, even by express legislative authority, 
if that use remotely implied financial credit. 

In the pending application I would issr 
a charter to the applicants for a bank 
under any other name, but I am compelled 
to decline to issue a charter to a bank -un- 
der the name of The Bank of the State 
of Georgia.“

Demonstrations to prove that cotton 
“can be grown under boll weeyil con- 
ditions” will be conducted this sedson 
on more than three hundred farms, 
in the states. of Georgia, Alabama, 
North and South Carolina, under the 
direction of Dr. A. E. Grantham, di- 
rector of the agricultural service bu- 
reau of the Virginia-Carolina Chem- 
ical company, and Dr. T. F. Bargeron, 


of the Southern Cotton Oil company, 
according to announcement received by 
the Virginia-Carolina Chemical com- 
pany, of this city, from the home of- 
fice in Richmond. N 

These demonstrations are made pos- 


fund for this purpose, made jointly 
by the Virginia-Carolina Chemical 
company, the Southern Cotton Oil 
company, the Atlantie Coast Line rail- 
road, George H. McFadden & Bro., 
Savannah, Ga.; S. M. Bully & Son.

While no device or method has been 
found to exterminate, entirely, the 
boll weevil, the bureau of entomology 
of the United Siates department of 
agriculture has demonstrated beyond 
a doubt that the application of cal- 
cium arsenate, properly applied, will 
keep the insect in check long enough 
to allow the cotton plant to develop 
a full set of bolls. 

It is with a view of making ocular 
demonstration of such a  vossibility 
that the demonstrations on 300 farms 
will be conducted during the coming 
season.

Just what are wavelengths? — 
There are plenty of amateurs who

length and a short wave length, they 
are a little hazy as to exactly what 
the wave length is. 
io waves in their passage 
through the ether travel in unceasing 
undulating wave form similar to those 
waves at the — Thus, when 
the wind is blowing bard and steady 
the distance between each wave crest 
is comparatively long, while if the 
wind is blowing more mildly and in 
short spurts, the distance between the 
Wave crests is accordingly shorter and 
we have short waves. i 
In radio substitute the wind for the 
transmitter and you have the same 
action, so to speak. Wave length is, 
therefore, closely tied with frequency. 
This means that long wave lengths 
have low natural frequencies. In 
general, short wave lengths are used 
for short distance low power work. 
while long wave lengths are employed 
for long distance high power work.

The Two Systems of Ampli- 
fication and Their Sepa- | 
rate Advantages. 


The broadcast enthusiast has heard 
so much about amplification recently 


about. 

There are two systems of ampii- 
fication. One is called radio fre- 
quency, and the other is called audio 
frequency amplification. In most re 
ceiving sets of the present day, audio 
frequency’ amplification is used. but 
soon there will be a much greater 


increase in the use of radio frequency 
amplification for reusous which we 
will explain as follows: 

First, radio amplification is that 
which ‘takes the signal or music di- 
rectly from the aerial and amplifies 
it at its original radio frequency, or 
at the frequency with which it was 
shot out into the air from the distant 
transmitter. After haying been am- 
plified, let us say, by two stages of 
amplification, the signal, which may 


telephonic, is then rectified by a de- 
tector vacuum tube whose duty it is 
to step the frequency down to “audi 
ble frequency.” 

Special Advantages. 


It we wish to use a loud speaker, 
and if the signal is from a very re- 
mote station, we then again amplify 
it by passing it through, let us say 
two stages of audio ‘frequency ampli- 
fication, 

An outfit employing these two types 
of amplification is, therefore, known 
as a radio-audio amplifier, and is of 
special value in receivers using the 
indoor loop antenna instead of the 
customary outdoor aerial. 

This indoor loop has considerable 
advantages over the other form of 
aerial. One is that we are not trou. 
bled. with lightning storms and heavy 
atmospheric disturbances and, there- 
fore, do not have to take the neces 
sary precautions of lightning pro- 
tective equipment. res 

Another advantage is that it is un 

obstructive and compact. Still an- 
other advantage is that the loop aeria! 
has decided directive qualities; that 
is to say, we may place the loop on 
a movable stand and focus the plane 
of its windings in such way as to 
receive from a given direction, there 
by eliminating unwanted broadcast- 
ing stations. 
In general, this type of indoor loop 
aerial means that we must use both 
radio and audio frequency amplifica 
tion necessitating the use of more 
vacuum tubes and more power to op 
erate them. Such amplification is 
therefore, more costly. 


First Rectified. 


Audio frequency amplification is 
that in which the signal is recervee 
from the antenna and “first rectified 
by a detector tube, and from then on 
amplified at audio frequencies by tne 
customary two-stage amplifier. Of 
course, this method requires that the 
antenna system pick up a compara: 
tively greater amount of energy from 
the nir than the loop system, especial 
ly if we are to use a loud speaker in 
conjunction with the receiver. 
Génerally speaking, one detector 
and two-stages of audio frequency 
amplification will suffice for receiv: 
ing a hroadcasting station at least 
100 miles distant, and under favora 
ble conditions possibly up to 1,000 
miles, employing the head telephone 
receivers. 

If we wish to use a loud speaker 
in connection with this combination 
the receiving range is of course, ma 
terlally reduced because there will not 
be enough energy received from a sta 
tion several hundred miles distant to 
operate a loud-speaking device satia 
factorily. From 25 to 50 miles, how 
ever, may be accomplished with a loud 
speaker and a two-step amplifier. 
There's a Limit. 


If we wish to increase the distance 
we can not add indefinitely to the 
audio frequency amplifier—we can 
not have four, five or six stages of 
audio frequency amplification with⸗ 
out a great deal of noises, howlings 
and other undesirable operating de- 
fects encountered when more than 
two stages of such amplification. are 
used. What we do in order to gei 
around this is to first amplify the 
signals at radio frequency as pre- 
viously mentioned, then pass them 
through a detector, and finally am 
plify at audio frequency. By doing 
this we considerably increase’ the 
range when using an outdoor antenna 

Going back to the loop antenna 
it may be said in general that the 
same reshits may be accomplished 
with the loop. two-stages of radio 
frequency amplification, one detector 
and two stages of audio frequency 
amplification, as may be accomplished 
with the outdoor antenna, one detector

EARTHQUAKE FEL 
I THREE STATES 


St. Louis, Mo., March 22.—Earth 
tremors, lasting eighteen seconds, and

Georgia Is U reed 
By Armand May 
To Assist Jews 


Armand May, state chairman of the 
American Jewish relief mpaign, 
Wednesday night made a statewide 
appeal to Georgians for additional 
subscriptions. to the state and = city 
funds in order that Georgia might be 
as successful in raising its quota for 
relief of suffering overseas as other 
states in the United States have been. 

“In the name of 300,000 helpless 
orphans who are starving and dying 
overseas, in behalf of 400,000 desti- 
tute refugees who are homeless and 
hungry, I appeal to the people of At- 
lanta and Georgia generally for addi- 
tional subscriptions to swell the $250,- 
000 fund that is being raised in this 
state for their relief. 

Appeal to Georgians. 

“They cannot speak for themselves, 
and as state chairman of the Amer- 
ican Jewish relief. committee, I make 
this appeal to the people of Georgia 
to save them lest they die. They are 
living in indescribable misery in a land 
filled with the terrors of war, revolu- 
tion, and pogroms. They have no 
friends to help them save among the 
charitable people of this country and 
this state. Their piteous cries touch 
the heart of humahity everywhere. 
and I do not think any ear can be deaf 
to the cry of little orphans whose 
parents lie on some of the many bat- 
tlefields of Europe or beneath the 
ruins of some village destroyed in a 
revolution or pogrom, 

“Practically every state in the 
United States has now gone over the 
toy’ in this campaign. The campaign 
in Georgia began later than it did in 
other states but we too must do our 
share. We cannot do less.” 

The Atlanta campaign to raise the 
$15,000 remaining before the city’s 
£100,000 quota is fully subscribed. 
progressed favorably Wednesday and 
several new members were obtained 
| for the Hundred Dollar club that has 
been organized for those who can in- 
present subscriptions by 
$100, at the rate of ten dollars month- 
ly for ten months. Arthur I. Harris, 
city chairman, asks for 150 men to 
join this club. and thus completely 
make up the remainder to be raised. 


Georgia Campaign. 

Other subscriptions, both e and 
small, are also sought in order to as- 
sure Atlanta, ita full quota by Saturday 
evening. when the campaign will e 
Armand May announced Wednesday 
that the campaign would continue in 
Georgia until April 1, since a num- 
ber of cities began their campaign at 
n later date than Atlanta did. 

Sam E. Finley. who recently in- 
erensed his own subscription from 
8100 to $250, Wednesday, urged both 
Jews and Gentiles to imcrease their 
subscriptions in order that Atlanta 
might as successful in the cam- 
paign as other cities have. I regret 
that I was in a position not to.give 
a larger sum.” wrote Mr. Finley to 
Mr. Harris. “Personally. I know that 
your people have always very gener- 
ously responded to every call made 
upon them for all kinds of charitable 
work. I therefore feel that we should 
all respond to the limit in helping you 
put over successfully the campaign 
that you are now conducting. I hope

New York. March 22.-—Bearish 
sentiment among traders in the cot- 
ton market received an impetus to- 
day from the continued clear weather
